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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
applicant's argument that the Isikoff reference fails to teach the limitation of "wherein the second processor is capable of initiating the 
wireless communication independently of the first processor.. . wherein the input port is configured to supply data to the second processor 
for the wireless communication." The term "transceiver" implies that the beacon is "capable" of initiation a transfer The security system 
of Isikoff (figure 2, element 45) includes a cellular phone RF communications assembly which, transmits radio waves so that an external 
tracking circuit may pinpoint the location of the device by suitable detection (see column 3. lines 9-21, 30-45.) 

Furthermore, the beacon also initiates a file-transfer call, in which case the microprocessor stores in memory the names of types of files 
to be transfen-ed and the telephone number, fax number or e-mail address to which the files are to be transferred. The microprocessor 
then signals the host computer's low lever beacon interface software to initiate the transfers (see column 5. lines 59-67 and column 6.
